Dr. Protar, the man of mystery who 
for nearly fifty years resided alone at 
his small farm. near St. James, Beaver 
Island, is dead.

It would 
abolish the primary school interest fund 
and place the property of public utili- 
ties on the yeneral property tax rolls.

for Michigan farmers, and the effect of 
such seed on the prosperity of agricul- 
ture in general, will be brought home 
to the state during the week of March 
16 to 20, designated as official “Better 
Seed’’ week for Michigan.-

on seeds, 

An outstanding feature of the Better 
Seed Week will bea series of radio 
lectures to.be given over station WKAR 
the Michigan Agricultural College stat- 
ion. These Jectures, which will be part 
of the regular extension radio school 
from the college station, will be given 
between 7:15 and 8:00: o’clock, .eaStern 
time, each evening of the week, Local 
groups.throughout the state will organ- 
ize radio parties where there are re- 
ceiving sets, taking in the Better Seed 
Seed talks in this way. 

“Michigan farmers will be sowing. ten 
million dollars worth of seed within the 
next fey days,” says C. R. Megee, act- 
ing head’ of the farm crops department 
at M. A.C. ‘(A two hundred and thirty 
million dollar crop will depend on the 
quality of this seed. The Better Seed 
week will aim to help in the efficient 
expenditure of this big agricultural in- 
yestment.”

My Countrymen: No one can con- 
template current conditions without 
finding much that is satisfactory and 
still more that is encouraging. 

- Our own country. fs. leading. the 
world in. the general readjustment. to 
the results of the great conflict. Many 


of its burdens will bear heavily upon: 


us for years and the secondary and indi- 
rect effects we must expect to exper!- 
ence for some time. But we are begin. 
ning to comprehend more definitely 


‘| what course should be pursued, what 


remedies ought to be applfed, what 
actions should be clearly. manifesting 
a determined will faithfully and con- 
sclentiously to adopt these methods of 
relief. - 

Already we have sufficiently rear- 
ranged our domestic affiairs so’ that 
confidence has returned, business has 
revived, and we appear to be entering 
an era of prosperity which if gradually 


teaching {nto every part df the nation. 


Realizing. that we cannot live unto 


ourselves alone,: we have contributed 


of our resgurces and. our counsel to 


the relief ofthe suffering’ and the -set-- 


tlement of the disputes amofig the 
European nations, Because of what 
America Is and) what America has 
done, a firmer courage, a higher hope, 
inspires the heart of all humanity. 

We stand at the opening of the 
150th year since our national con- 
sciousness, first asserted Itself by un- 
mistakable action _ with an array of 
force. 

Birth of the Nation. 

* The old sentiment of detached and 
dependent colonies disappeared in the 
new sentiment -of a-united and Inde- 
pendent nation.. Men began to discard 
the narrow confines of a loca) charter 
for the broader opportunities of a Na- 
tional Constitution. Under the eternal 
urge of freedom we became an inde 
pendent nation. 

We made freedom a birthright. We 
We extended our domain over distant 
islands in order 'to safeguard our own 
Interests and accepted the consequent 
obligations to bestow justice and Uhb- 
erty upon less favored peoples.. 

In the defense of our own ideals 
und {n the general cause of liberty we 
entered the great war. When victory 
had been fully secured, we-withdrew 
to our own shores, unrecompensed 
suve in the consclousness of duty 
done. f 

“First of All American, - 

Throughout all these expertences, 
we have enlarged our freedom, we 
have strengthened our independence. 

We have been, and propose to be, 
more and more American. : 

But if we wish to continue to be 
distinctively American, we must con- 
tinue to make that term comprehen- 
sive. enough to embrace the legiti- 
mate “desires of a civilized and en- 
lightened people determined in all 
their relations to pursie a con- 
scientious and religious life. 

; Forges for Defense. 

The physical ‘configuration of the 
earth has separated vs from all of 
the old world, but the common broth- 
erhood of man, the highest law of all 
our being, has united. us by insep- 
arable bonds with all humanity. 

Our country represents nothing but 
peaceful 
earth, but it ought not to fall to main- 
tuin such a military force as comports 


| with thé dignity and security of a 


great people, It ought to be a bal- 
anced force, intensely modern, cap- 


-ablé of defense by sea and land, be- 


heath the surface and in the air. But 
{t should be so conducted that all the 
world may see in it, not a menace, 
but an instrument of security and 
peace. “ :

“ The principle Invelved in this effort 
Is that of conservation, The re- 
sources of this country are almost 
-beyond computation: No mind can 
comprehend them. But the cost of 
our combined governments {fs likewlse 
almost beyond definition. 

Not only those who are now mak- 
ing their tax returns, but those who 
meet the enhanced cost of existence 
in their monthly bills, kgow by hard 
experience what this great burden is 
and whrt It does. No matter what 
others may want, these people want a 
drastic economy. They are opposed 
to waste. They know that extrava- 
gance lengthens the hours and dimjn- 
ishes the rewards of their labor, 

I favor the policy of econoniy, not 
because I wish to save: money, but 
because I wish ‘to save people. The 
men and women of this country who 
toil are. the ones who bear the cost of 
the government, Every dollar that we 
carelessly waste means that their life 


will be so much the ‘more meager. 


Fivery dollar that we prudently save 
means that their life will be so much 
the more abundant. Economy Is ideal- 
ism in its most practieal form.

We have 
not by any means put them fully into 
practice, but we have strongly signi- 
fled our belief in them. 

America seeks no earthly empire 
built on blood and force. No ambition, 
no temptation, lures her to thought of 
forefgn dominions. 

- The legions which she sends forth 
are &rmed, not with the sword, but: 
with the cross. The higher state to 
which she seeks the allegiance of all 
mankind {s not of human, but of di- 
vine origin, She cherishes no purpose 
save to merit the favor of Almighty 
"sod.
